TO THE CITIZENS OF THE TOWN OF HOPEDALE: 


In accordance with its duty, as provided in the Town By-Laws, the 
Finance Committee has given careful consideration to all Articles in 
the Town Warrant of the Annual Town Meeting involving the expenditure 
of money and presents herewith its recommendations. 


This report is unique in that no tax rate estimate is made. The 
reason being the absence of pertinent data such as Cherry Sheet 
reimbursements, County Assessments and salaries of all town employees, 
with the exception of the School Department. Without these figures it 
is impossible to attempt to arrive at an intelligent and reasonable 
estimate. 


At the time of printing we have transferred the sum of $8,600 
from the Reserve Fund leaving a balance of $9,400. If no other 
transfers are made this amount will be reverted to the General Fund. 
However, we anticipate more transfers will be requested before 
year end. 


Revenue Sharing estimate for fiscal year 1979 is $93,710. If 
Revenue Sharing Articles #19, 23, 24, and 25 are approved this will 
leave a balance of $70,510 to be acted upon under Article #4. 


In conclusion, we wish to thank our Honorable Selectmen, Department 
Heads and all others who once again gave of their untiring efforts 
and long. hours in the discussion and preparation of the Town of 
Hopedale's budgets and articles.

MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
April 3; 1975 


The Annual Town Meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Moderator 
Edwin Howard. 280 voters having been checked in by the Registrars, a 
quorum was declared present. The meeting opened with a recorded rendition 
of "The Star Spangled Banner". 


Under Article 1, Assessor's Chairman Robert S. Phillips, Jr. requested 
permission from the Moderator to make a statement on the Rockwell International 
Real Estate Abatement requests that had been the subject of newspaper speculation. 
Permission was granted. Mr. Phillips stated that Rockwell had filed an 
application for real estate tax abatements on their properties which the Board 
of Assessors had denied. Rockwell then through legal counsel had filed a suit with 
the Appellate Tax Board appealing the Board's decision. While suit was pending 
Rockwell indicated a desire to re-open discussions and the Board of Selectmen, 
the Board of Assessors, and Rockwell representatives met again. Following this 
the Board of Assessors met in further sessions with Rockwell representatives and 
both sides reached agreement on a valuation figure as follows: For the current 
tax year 9.7 million dollars; for 1980 fiscal year 9.0 million dollars; and 1981 
fiscal year 8.3 million dollars. Rockwell would receive an abatement of 
$218,000.00 their current tax bill. Mr. Phillips stated that the Board of Assessors 
did not want to engage in a discussion of the matter at the Town Meeting since it 
was not a proper forum, but the Board of Assessors would hold a public meeting 
on April 24th, at 7:30 p.m. in the Town Hall where they would discuss the case in 
more detail and answer questions from interested citizens. 


Selectman Chairman Hayes also spoke on the matter and gave the approval of 
his Board to the settlement figure. He pointed out that while the Selectmen have 
charge of the legal affairs of the Town and furnishing of Town Counsel to the 
warious Boards, the final judgment in such matters regarding property tax 
abatements is with the elected Board of Assessors. 


Mr. Dennis Sciole, Chairman of the Industrial Development Commission and 
Mr. Edward L. Condon, Chairman of the Planning Board also spoke on the matter. 


Finance Committee Chairman, Victor G. LaMothe then addressed the meeting 
and spoke briefly on the Rockwell tax abatement matter before giving his 
explanation of the Finance Committee's written report on all articles which the 
voters had in their possession. He noted some corrections and omissions in their 
printed copies, and furnished the moderator and Town Clerk with corrected copies 
of the report. He asked the voters to follow Finance Committee recommendations 
as printed in their report. 


Their being no further reports, on motion duly made and seconded Article 1 was 
presented to the voters by the moderator thus beginning the action of the Articles 
as follows:

MINUTES OF ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 


Aprila2s sL979 


At 7:30 P.M. Moderator Edwin Howard declaring a quorum to be present (155 Voters 
by check list) opened the Annual Town Meeting. The meeting stood at attention for the 
playing of our National Anthem. 


Town Clerk Robert S. Phillips read the command to Constable as printed on the Warrant 
On motion of Selectman Chairman John A. Hayes, it was Voted to dispense with the reading 
of the entire Warrant. The Clerk then read the return of Constable Robert B. Taylor Jr., 
stating that he had posted the Warrant on March 15, 1979 in the five places in the Town, 
including the Town Hall building as required by the By-Law. 


Under Article 1, Chairman Victor Lamothe then called attention of the meeting to the 
Finance Committee Report and recommendations an all money articles which has been 
handed out at the door to all voters entering the auditorium. He asked the voters to 
follow the recommendations of the Finance Committee and keep the tax rate under control, 
The printed report of the Finance Committee was accepted by the Moderator as the recom-- 
mendation of the committee on all articles requiring the appropriation or transfer of 
money, and such other matters as they recommended. 


ARTICLE 1. Voted that the Town hear and actscupon the report of the Selectmen and 
any other officers, departments and committees of the town. 


Selectmen Chairman John A. Hayes offered the following resolution which was unanimous. 
adopted by voice vote. 


This Annual Town Meeting, duly called and convened this 2nd day of April 1979, resolv 
that it possess the legal right to govern its affairs, regardless of pending or proposed 
"Cap" legislation, and that we hereby direct the Board of Selectmen to forward this 
message to Governor King, Senator Foley and Representative Moore. 


We further resolve that this Town Meeting Conduct itself within the democratic 
framework of majority rule, except as specifically required by prescribed laws 
governing this meeting.

ARTICLE 6. Voted unanimously that the Town vote to authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in 
anticipation of the revenue for the financial year beginning July 1, 1979, in 
accordance with the provisions of the General Law, Chapter 44 Section 4, and to 
issue a note or notes therefore, payable within one year, and to renew any note 
or notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. (Treasurer)

ARTICLE 29, To see if the Town will vote to amend the General By-Laws of the Town by addi 
the following Section: | 

The owner of every Residential, Industrial or Commercial Building shall cause the front 
of the area of the main entrance to be numbered with numerals not less than 3 inches in 
height.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 
HE CITIZENS OF HOPEDALE: 4/7/80 


he Town of Hopedale is currently undergoing economic, physical and social changes 

ke any other time in its history. The major cause of these changes is the demise of 

textile machinery plant once known as Draper Corporation, As the major taxpayer and 

evolent big brother" Draper's enabled Hopedale to provide a variety of top-notched 
ices to its citizens. Excellent schools, well maintained roads, various recreational 
vities, fine fire and police protection are all reasons why people wanted to live in 
dale and remain here. Today, with the loss of Draper's, more of the burden of paying 
ontinue these services resides with the homeowners. (Homeowners who are also caught 

n the national inflation spiral). How much more of a burden can you afford? 

e, as a TOWN MEETING body, must now scrutinize all of the budgets presented before us 

make some hard decisions. What is really necessary for the operation of this town? 

Finance Committee's recommendations this year should provide all of the same basic 

ices that the town has provided in the past. If you feel some of the town's services 

luxuries and wish to question them, then this is the proper forum to air your views. 
actions of this town meeting will determine what you pay in taxes next year. 

Yr major recommendations are: 

Article 2— 7% pay increase for elected officials 

Article 3- 7% pay increases for all non-contract employees and paid officials. 

Highway - we do not recommend $4,500 for services of town mechanic; $4,500 is 
included in school budget for part time mechanic to service buses. 

Council on Aging- $4,700 for general expenses. Less bus trips to be taken and trips 
closer to home to conserve fuel. Make more use of school buses for 
shopping trips. 

Park Department- $8,400 operating expenses. Less bus trips to be taken and a timer 
to be put on lights at park to cut down on electricity. 

Article 4-— Revenue Sharing be applied to Garbage contract, public safety building 
heating correction, and fuel for municipal heating plant. We do not 
recommend $12,000 for a new dump truck this year and $2,000 for repair of 
pick-up truck should be taken out of this year's surplus. 

Article 32- We do not recommend the reconstruction of Mellon Street this year. This 
would be a major impact on the tax rate. 

If our recommendations are followed, the town will be appropriating about $320,000 more 

last year. This will have an impact of about $10.00 on the tax rate before the assessor's 
sfer from available funds to reduce the tax levy. This means that for every $32,000- 

,000 you appropriate over last year's budget, the tax rate will increase $1.00.

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FINANGE COMMITTEE REPORT 
April 6, 1981 


To The Citizens of Hopedale: 


With all the discussion and confusion surrounding the impact of Proposition 2}, 
a brief explanation of our options is in order. Simply stated, we are able to raise 
and appropriate a budget that will allow us a tax levy no more than our town's value - 
times 2.5% or 85% of last year's levy, whichever is greater. 


In our case, the maximum allowed budget would be $2,881, 017(an estimate 
based on the most current information available). The Finance Committee has, 
therefore, structured the 1981-1982 budget with this in mind. Any action at our 
town meeting to increase one area of spending will require a corresponding decrease 
in another. 


The Finance Committee believes the budget as recommended has the least 
possible impact on service while staying within the available funds. 


Each and every department has been stretched significantly. Where the 
reductions are not apparent by looking at spending, you can be sure there has 
been a transfer of service and/or administration responsibility. 


For example, the highway department, police department, and general govern- 
ment are assuming increased responsibility. 


Also, we are reflecting the true cost of operating the sewer and water depart- 
ments. This allows us to set our utility rates consistent with the cost of operation. 
The reflected increases will be offset entirely by receipts and will have no impact 
on increasing our tax levy. 


The budget process was aimed at maintaining our town's quality of service. To 
affect this process there is some cutback in the quantity of service, but our quality — 
has been maintained. For example, the library will reduce its operating hours. Our 
department heads also had to look at the method of providing service. For example, © 
we have saved taxpayer's dollars by consolidating park maintenance into the highway 
department. The recommended change to a call fire department with full time 
dispatchers is another example. This change in fire service will give us a fire 
department similar to the town of Upton. This is approximately twice as costly as 
the fire service arrangement in Mendon, but significantly less expensive than our 
method of providing this service in prior years. 


As difficult and trying as this budget process has been, our elected and 
appointed officials have responded to the task in a sincere, professional manner. 
For this, the Finance Committee expresses its sincere appreciation. 


During our meeting, please keep in mind that every department has sacrificed 
in the interest of keeping Hopedale a town of which we can all be proud. To this 
end, the Finance Committee requests your support of the recommended budget. 


If our recommendations are followed, you can expect approximately a 10% 
reduction in the town's tax rate.

Meeting was called to order by Moderator Howard at 
7:30 P.M... A Quorum being present according to the 
check list (254 voters), quorum requirement is 50 
voters.

d) Common Land: Deed restricted or Town-owned spaces of land 
within the site of a Townhouse Development designed and 
intended for the recreational use and enjoyment of the 
residents of the Development and containing only such 
structures and improvements as are appropriate to the 
enjoyment of the common land. The minimum amount of 
land to be set aside for common land to be determined 
by the tables in Section 14. 


e) Gross Lot Area: The total acreage contained within the 
boundaries of a given parcel of land. 


f) Net Lot Area: The total acreage contained within the 
boundaries of a given parcel of land after subtracting 
building coverage, roads, walks, service areas and 
parking areas. 


g) Essential Services: Provisions for water, sewer, gas and 
electric systems; provisions for fire protection ineluding 
hydrants, fire alarm boxes, transmission lines for the same; 
provisions for traffic control including signs and lights; 
provisions for the disposal of storm water and removal of 
snow and ice; provisions for protection including lighting 
and fences; provisions for public health including the 
disposal and removal of garbage and refuse. 
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3. To amend Section 11.1 of the Zoning By-Law by adding the following 
residential classification to the "Table of Residential Zoning Districts" 
contained within the Use Regulation Schedule of said By-Law:

SECTION 14 
TOWNHOUSE DEVELOPMENTS 


14.1 TOWNHOUSE DEVFLOPMENTS: A Townhouse Development 
may be constructed in any Zone designated as Residential 
C (RC) on a parcel of land held in one ownership 
having a minimum gross lot area of not less than 
25 acres of land, provided a site plan is approved 
by the Planning Board under the provisions of 
this section. 


14.2 TOWNHOUSE DWELLING UNITS: The maximum number of 
‘Townhouse Dwelling Units to be constructed in a 
Development shall be determined by using the tables 
set forth in this Section entitled "Dimensions of 
Intensity". 


14.3 COMMON LAND: Common land shall be distributed as to 
provide immediate access from all sections of the 
development to the extent reasonably practical and 
its visibility shall be maximized from all 
residential areas. All common land shall have suitable 
access to a way and have separate pedestrian or 
bikeways access apart from the roadways to interconnect 
all significant areas of the development. A fraction of 
the common land, not to exceed 25% may be assigned by 
the Board to specific areas when in the judgement of 
the Board such assignment is necessary to protect the 
interests of the Town. If the common land is not 
taken in title by the Town, the Town shall require 
that suitable enforceable restrictions protecting 
common land from construction or development are 
signed by the landowner, recorded in the Registry 
at his expense and incorporated by the Planning 
Board in the approved site plan.

SITE PLAN APPROVAL: No building permits shall be 
issued under this section unless the Planning 
Board has approved the site plan for the Town- 
house Development. 


APPLICATION FOR APPROVAL: Application for 

approval of a site plan shall be made to the 
Hopedale Planning Board on forms supplied by it and 
in accordance with its then current rules and 
regulations governing the same, including the 
payment of fees and notice requirements. 


CONTENTS OF SITE PLAN: The site plan shall be 
prepared by a registered engineer and/or architect, 
or both. Drawings and data relative to streets, 
ways, water, sewer, drainage, utilities, building 
placement, grades and contours, and other physical 
attributes of the development, its connection with 
public ways, entrances and exits, lighting, and in 
general sufficient information for the Board to 
engage in the review process set forth in the 
following section shall be provided on said site 
plan. Plans shall be schematic and to scale and 
should be fully dimensioned. Contours will be at 
2 foot intervals. It should show, or there may be 
attached thereto separate sheets of information 
relative to the provision of essential services as 
defined in this By-Law. 


The site plan should also be accompanied by 
drawings relative to the buildings showing at least 
one front, back, and both side elevations of each 
different building. Such building plans shall be 
schematic and to scale and should be fully 
dimensioned. 


Upon submission of the application and plans, copies 
of which shall be deposited with the Town Clerk, 

the Board shall set a date, not later than thirty 
(30) days after submittal, for a public hearing 
relative to the application and plans, at which 
hearing the Board shall review the plans. 


SITE PLAN REVIEW: The Board shall review the site 
plan with reference to the general scheme of the 
development, the provision of essential services, 
the installation of walks, ways, pipes, conduits, 
buildings, finish and rough gradings and similar 
items. The particular details of the construction 
of the project including the method, manner and 
means of construction and similar items shall be left 
to the supervision of the Building Commissioner 
under the terms of his building permit which is to 
be issued by him under the rules and regulations 
pertaining to construction in the Town of Hopedale. 


In approving or disapproving a site plan, the Board 
shall, as a imimum, take into consideration the 
following matters: 
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a) Parking: Compliance with the off-street 
and parking requirements of this By-Law except 
that the minimum parking space requirements 
shall be 2 for each dwelling unit. 


b) Compliance with By-Law: Compliance with other 
provisions of this By-Law except those that are 
superceded by this Section or, are in the 
opinion of the Board, obviously contrary to the 
intent of this Section and should not apply. 


c) Preservation of Landscape: The landscape shall 
be preserved in its natural state, insofar as 


practicable, by minimizing tree and soil 
removal, and any grade changes shall be in 
keeping with the general appearance of 
neighboring developed areas. 


d) Relation of Buildings to Enviornment: Proposed 


development shall be related harmoniously to 
the terrain and to the use, scale and 
proportions of existing and proposed buildings 
in the vicinity that have functional or visual 
relationship to the proposed buildings. 


e) Interrelationship of Buildings: The proposed 
buildings shall be related harmoniously 
to each other with adequate light, air, 
circulation, privacy and separation 
between the buildings. 


f) Open Space: All open space shall be so designated 
as to add to the visual amenities of the vicinity 
by maximizing its visibility for persons passing 
the site or overlooking it from nearby properties. 


g) Circulation: With respect to vehicular and 
pedestrian circulation, including entrances, 
ramps, walkways, drives, and parking, special 
attention shall be given to location and number 
of access points, to the public streets 
(especially in relation to existing traffic 
controls) width of interior drives and access 
points, general interior circulation, separation 
of pedestrian and vehicular traffic, access to 
community facilities, and arrangement of parking 
areas that are safe and convenient and, insofar as 
practicable, do not detract from the use and 
enjoyment of proposed buildings and structures 
and the neighboring properties. 


h) Surface Water Drainage: Special attention shall 
be given to proper site surface drainage so that 
removal of surface waters will not adversely 
affect neighboring properties or the public 
storm drainage system. Storm water shall be 
removed from all roofs, canopies and paved areas, 
and carried away in an underground drainage 
system. Surface water in all paved areas shall 
be collected at intervals so that it will not 
obstruct the flow of vehicular or pedestrian 
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traffic, and will not unnecessarily create 
undue puddling in the paved areas. 


i) Sewage and Sanitary Services: Proposed methods 


of sanitary sewage disposal and solid waste 
disposal from all buildings shall be 
indicated. 


j) Distribution of Common Land: Common land 
shall be indicated and distributed ina 
reasonable manner. 


The Board shall approve or disapprove the site plan 
within ninety (90) days after submittal. If the Board 
fails to act or make a decision within such period of 
time, ninety (90) days, the plan shall be deemed 
approved. 


If the Board disapproves a site plan, it shall notify 
the applicant in writing, setting forth in detail its 
specific reasons for disapproval. The applicant may 
resubmit the plan to the Board and if the Board finds 
that the reasons for its disapproval have been 
corrected by the applicant, it shall approve the site 
plan. The Board and the Applicant may be a suitable 
agreement in writing extend the time periods. 


Any applicant whose site plan has been disapproved 

May within one (1) year thereafter petition the 

Board to re-open the hearing and the Board may grant 

a rehearing if it finds that the applicant in good 
faith wishes to revise its original disapproved plan 

so as to satisfactorily resolve the conditions which 
led to the previous disapproval of the site plan by the 
Board. Such rehearing shall be on said terms of notice 
and publication at the applicant's expense as the Board 
may determine. It shall be a public hearing. 


APPROVED SITE PLAN: The approved site plan shall state: 
Approved Site Plan of (Name of project), Hopedale 
Planning Board, Date and Lines for signatures of 
Members. It shall be kept in the files of the 

Planning Board and available for public inspection 

upon request. 


Any Restrictive Covenants shall be recorded at the 
Registry of Deeds at the applicant's expense. 


If the plan is approved by failure of the Board to 
act within said ninety (90) day period, there shall 
be endorsed thereon the following statement; 
"Approved by failure of the Board to act within 90 
days of submittal" date and a line for signature 

by the Town Clerk. 


The Planning Board shall file with the Town Clerk a 
letter signed by its secretary stating the action 
taken upon any application for a site plan filed with 
the Board and with the Town Clerk.

CONTINUED MEETINGS: The Board, with the agreement of the 
applicant on record, may continue any site plan hearing to 

a date certain for the purpose of making changes to drawings, 
securing more information or other good and sufficient 
reasons. No public advertisement shall be required for a 
continued hearing whose continuance date was set during the 
course of a public hearing on the same subject. 


BUILDING PERMITS: For all uses set forth in this By-Law 
under this Section and Section 11.5 requiring site plan 
approval by the Planning Board, or any other section 
requiring a Special Permit from the Zoning Board of 
Appeals, no building permit or occupancy permit shall 

be issued by the Building Inspector until such site plan 
has been approved. 


OTHER PERMITS: The granting of site plan approval under 
this or any other section does not eliminate the necessity 
of an applicant securing required permits from other Town 
Boards having jurisdiction over the project. 


REVISIONS and CHANGES IN SITE PLAN: The Building Commissioner 
is authorized either while issuing the building permits or 
during the course of construction to allow revisions and 
changes in the approved site plan to compensate for conditions 
that arise out of the studies made for detailed construction 
plans or conditions that occur during actual construction. 

The Building Commissioner may allow such changes and revisions 
that are in his judgement necessary or appropriate under the 
conditions and circumstances. Without specific limitation 
these changes may involve such matters as relocation of 
buildings, utility lines, ways, parking areas, etc. 

However, the Commissioner shall not have the authority to 
allow changes in the Dimensions of Intensity Table. This 

is reserved to the Zoning Board of Appeals. The purpose of 
this Section is to allow the Developer, with the approval of 
the Building Commissioner, the flexibility required by 
practical necessity of coping with on the job construction 
problems caused by actual site work and detailed 

construction drawings. 


At the conclusion of the project the developer shall furnish 
the Planning Board with an "as built" site plan showing 


any allowed changes. 


The Building Commissioner is the enforcing officer of this

automobile as defined in the following sections, without being licensed 
to do so under this By-Law. 


SECTION 2. a) Junk is any used,discarded or salvaged materials which 
are worn out, cast off or abandoned. 


b) Junkyard is any place in the Town of Hopedale in which 
Junk and Junk Vehicles, as defined herein, are kept in the open. 


c) Junk Vehicle is one which is not registered, worn out, 
cast off, discarded, is ready for dismantling or destruction, has been 
collected or stored for salvage or for stripping in order to make use 
of the parts thereof, is not in running condition or has not been 
restored to running condition within the time limitation established 
under any permit granted hereunder in the following Section 3 or 3b. 
Any parts from a junk vehicle shall be considered Junk under the terms 
of this By-Law. 


SECTION 3. License: A license to keep not more than two (2) unregistered 
vehicles shall be requested in writing from the Chief of Police for the 
purpose of repairing or restoring said vehicles to running condition or 
for the purpose of using unregistered vehicle in running condition on 
private property and where no registration is requried. The Chief may 
issue said license under the terms and standards set forth in Section 

3b below and in addition may set forth in the license a reasonable time 
limit, not to exceed six (6) months if the application is for the purpose 
of repairing or restoring a vehicle or one (1) year for any other purpose. 
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Any refusal of the Chief to issue a license may be appealed to the 
Board of Selectmen by filing an appeal with the Town Clerk within 20 
days of the refusal and the Selectmen shall follow the notice and 
procedure requirements set forth in Section 3b regarding the procedure 
for hearings. 


SECTION 3b. A license to keep more than two (2) junk automobiles may 
be requested by filing with the Town Clerk an application in writing 
to the Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen shall hold a hearing on the 
application within 30 days of the application, and they shall give at 
least 5 days notice of the date, time and place of the hearing in a 
newspaper distributed in Hopedale at least 5 days before the date of 
the hearing. The cost of publishing shall be paid by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. The Selectmen may grant a one (1) year license or a license 
which is the subject of an appeal from a refusal of the Chief of Police 
to issue the same, upon such terms and conditions as the Selectmen deem 
proper, after the public hearing and the Selectmen determine that the 
keeping of the vehicles will not; depreciate property values in the 
area, be a hazard to the public or an attractive nuisance causing 

danger or injury to children, will not affect the public health, safety, 
order, comfort, convenience, appearance or general welfare of the 
community. 


Renewals of any licenses upon expiration shall only be granted following 
the same procedure as an original application to the Selectmen. 


SECTION 5. Fees. Application to the Chief of Police, $10.00 per vehicle. 
Application to Selectmen as follows: appeal from refusal of Chief to 
issue license, $10.00 per vehicle plus cost of advertising; original 
application to Selectmen, $50.00 plus cost of advertising. All fees and 
costs must be paid with application and are not refundable if the 
license is denied. 


SECTION 6. Exemptions. The provisions of this Chapter shall not apply 

to Junk or Junk Vehicles, used as a part of the manufacturing process 

in an area zoned for such use, nor shall the license provisions for 
unregistered motor vehicles apply to vehicles; used on farms for 
agricultural purposes, used in connection with manufacturing, industrial 
Or sand and gravel operations in areas zoned for such uses, golf cars, 
jitneys and the like, nor to vehicles held for repair or sale by holders 
of Class I and II licenses within the limits of their permits. 


SECTION 7. Any person who violates any provision of this By-Law shall 
be subject to a fine of up to $200.00 for each violation. Each day 
that a violation continues shall be considered a separate offense.

ANNUAL TOWN MEETING 
APRIL 5, 1982 


The meeting opened at 7:30 P.M. in the Dennett Auditorium, a quorum 
being present. The Town Clerk read the officer's return on the service 
of the warrant. Finance Committee reported on all Articles at this 
session. 


ARTICLE 1. Voted: That the Town hear and act upon the report of the 
Selectmen, and any other offices, departments and committees of said Town. 
Mr. Stock gave a report of the progress of the Town Sewer System. 


ARTICLE 2. VOTED: That the Town set the following salary and compen- 
sation for each elected officer for his services. (Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 3. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Selectmen to take charge 
of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. (Selectmen) — 


ARTICLE 4. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Treasurer, with the 
approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money from time to time in anticipation 
of the revenue for the financial year beginning July 1, 1982, in accordance 
with the provisions of the General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 4, and to issue 
a note or notes therefore, payable within one year, and to renew any note or 
“notes as may be given for a period of less than one year in accordance with 
the provisions of General Laws, Chapter 44, Section 17. (Treasurer ) 


ARTICLE 5. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Selectmen sell by sale or 
public auction any or all real estate owned by the Town by reason of the 
foreclosure of tax titles thereon and to execute, acknowledge and deliver 
a proper deed or deeds therefore, authority therefore to expire May 1, 1982. 


ARTICLE 6. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
sell at public or private sale, for such price as they consider equitable, 
and upon such terms and conditions as they deem necessary, parcels of vacant 
land presently under the control of the Board of Selectmen and not required 
for any municipal purposes. The total area of land sold to any one person 
shall not exceed two acres. A record of all sales giving the names and 
addresses of the purchasers, the area and location of the land sold and the 
price sold therefore shall be kept by the Selectmen and shall be available 


for public inspection at all reasonable times. Authority therefore to expire 
July 1, 1983. 


ARTICLE 7. VOTED: That the vote adopted under Article 39 of the Warrant 
for the 1981 Annual Town Meeting be hereby amended to read as follows: 
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Voted that the sum of $10,337,000.00 is hereby appropriated 

for the cost of constructing a water pollution control plant, 
pump stations, sewerage system extensions, lateral sewers 

and appurtenant facilities, all in connection with the 
construction of a sewerage system and a sewage treatment and 
disposal facilities for the Town; that said appropriation shall 
be raised by borrowing under and pursuant to Chapter 44, Section 
9 (15), of the General Laws as amended and supplemented, or any 
Other enabling authority, and the Town Treasurer with the 
approval of the Board of Selectmen, is hereby authorized to issue 
general obligation bonds or notes of the Town therefore provided 
that the amount of authorized borrowing shall be reduced by the 
amount of all State and Federal grants received for the foregoing 
purposes; that the Board of Sewer Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Board of Selectmen, is hereby authorized to apply for and 
accept on behalf of the Town any State, Federal or other grants 
or funds that may be available for the project and any action 
heretofore taken by them in that connection is hereby ratified, 
approved and confirmed; and that the Board of Sewer Commissioners 
and the Board of Selectmen are hereby authorized to sign, seal, 
execute and deliver, on behalf of the Town, United States Farmers 
Home Administration Form 442-47 and any other documents deemed 

by such Boards or either of them to be necessary in connection 
with the financing and carrying out of the project and, in 
connection therewith, to indicate their intention that costs of 
operating the sewerage system and principal and interest payments 
on bonds or notes issued hereunder shall be paid from user charges, 
fees, betterment assessments and other non-property tax sources. 
(Board of Sewer Commissioners) 


ARTICLE 8. VOTED: That the Town accept the provisions of Chapter 339 
of the Acts of 1981, allowing cities and towns to allocate certain anticipated 
receipts, namely from the Water and Sewer Departments. (Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 9. VOTED: That the Town combine the duties of the present 
Board of Water Commissioners and the present Board of Sewer Commissioners 
into one Board of three (3) persons to be known as the Board of Water 
and Sewer Commissioners and that at the annual election of March, 1983, 
one member shall be elected for a one year term; one member shall be elected 
for a two year term and one member shall be elected for a three year term, 
and each year thereafter one member shall be elected for a three year 
term. Upon the election and qualification of the elected members of the 
combined board at the March, 1983, election, any existence of the separate 
Water and Sewer Boards shall terminate, and said new Board members shall 
succeed to all of the former board members duties, contracts and respon- 
sibilities. 


ARTICLE 10. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
petition the Legislature for authority allowing the Town to establish the 
Board known as the Water-Sewer Commissioners, created under Article 8, which 
Board shall exercise the present duties and responsibilities of the Board 
of Water Commissioners and the Board of Sewer Commissioners. 
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ARTICLE 11. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Board of Sewer 
Commissioners to appoint a member of the Board of Sewer Commissioners 
as the paid Superintendent of Sewers for Fiscal Year 1983. 


ARTICLE 12. Placed on Table. (Operation expenses Sewer Dept) 
ARTICLE 13. Placed on Table. (Operation expenses Water Dept) 


ARTICLE 14. VOTED: That the Town combine the offices and duties of 
the Treasurer and the Tax Collector into one (1) office to be known as 
the Treasurer-Collector. (Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 15. VOTED: That the Treasurer-Collector shall be appointed 
by the Selectmen to serve at their discretion for a term of not more than 
three (3) years. 83 - Yes 59 - No 


ARTICLE 16. VOTED: That the Town amend Chapter V, Section 3, of the 
Town By-Laws, by changing the amount in line 2 from "Three thousand" dollars 
to "Four thousand" dollars, or take any other action in relation thereto. 
(Selectmen) 


ARTICLE 17. VOTED: That the Town amend the Hopedale Zoning Map by 
changing a certain parcel of land of approximately 37,000 square feet 
located on the southerly side of Mendon Street, (Route 16), from its 
present Residential C (RC) Zone to General Business (GB) Zone. Said 
parcel being shown on the Assessors' map as parcel 364. Planning Board 
recommended favorable action. Standing vote: 118 - Yes 22 - No 


ARTICLE 18. VOTED: That the Town authorize the Board of Selectmen to 
petition the Legislature for authority allowing the Town of Hopedale (1) 
to establish annual dog license fees,(2) to retain all monies received 
from the sale of licenses, less the fees allowed the Town Clerk, and to 
retain all monies received from fines or penalties relating to dogs, in 
the Town Treasury and not pay the same over to the County Worcester and 
(3) to provide that despite any law to thea@ntrary, the registration, 
numerical listing description and licensing of dogs, kept in the Town, 
shall be done by the Town Clerk of Hopedale. 


ARTICLE 19. Placed on Table. (Accept Fitzgerald Drive as public way) 


ARTICLE 20. VOTED: That the Town amend the Town of Hopedale By-Laws 
by adding the following sections: 


CHAPTER XIV. Junkyard - Junk Vehicles 


SECTION 1. No person or entity, corporate or otherwise, as owner or 
as one in control of premises located in the Town of Hopedale shall keep 
in the open in any area of the Town of Hopedale any junk or junk automobile 


as defined in the following sections, without being licensed to do so under 
this By-Law. 


SECTION 2. a) Junk is any used, discarded or salvaged materials which 
are worn out, cast off or abandoned. 


b) Junkyard is any place in the Town of Hopedale in which 
Junk and Junk vehicles, as defined herein, are kept in the open. 
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c) Junk Vehicle is one which is: not registered, worn out, 
cast off, discarded, is ready for dismantling or destruction, has been 
collected or stored for salvage or for stripping in order to make use of 
the parts thereof, is not in running condition or has not been restored to 
running condition within the time limitation established under any permit 
granted hereunder in the following Section 3 or 3b. Any parts from a junk 
vehicle shall be considered Junk under the terms of this By-Law. 


SECTION 3. License: A license to keep not more than two(2) unregistered 
vehicles shall be requested in writing from the Chief of Police for the 
purpose of repairing or restoring said vehicles to running condition or for 
the purpose of using an unregistered vehicle in running condition on private 
property and where no registration is required. The Cheif may issue said 
license under the terms and standards set forth in Section 3b below and 
in addition may set forth in the license a reasonable time limit, not to 
exceed six (6) months if the application is for the purpose of repairing or 
restoring a vehicle or one year for any other purpose. 


Any refusal of the Chief to issue a license may be appealed to the Board of 
Selectmen by filing an appeal with the Town Clerk within twenty (2) days of 
the refusal and the Selectmen shall follow the notice and procedure require- 
ments set forth in Section 3b regarding the procedure for hearings. 


SECTION 3b. A license to keep more than two (2) junk automobiles may 
be requested by filing with the Town Clerk an application in writing to the 
Board of Selectmen. The Selectmen shall hold a hearing on the application 
within thirty (30) days of the application, and they shall give at least 
five (5) days notice of the date, time and place of the hearing in a news- 
paper distributed in Hopedale at least five (5) days before the date of the 
hearing. The cost of publishing shall be paid by the applicant. 


SECTION 4. The Selectmen may grant a one (1) year license or a license 
which is the subject of an appeal from a refusal of the Chief of Police to 
issue the same, upon such terms and conditions as the Selectmen deem proper, 
after the public hearing and the Selectmen determine that the keeping of 
the vehicle will not depreciate property values in the areas, be a hazard 
to the public or an attractive nuisance causing danger or injury to children 
or will not affect the public health, safety, order, comfort, convenience, 
appearance or general welfare of the community. 


Renewals of any licenses upon expiration shall only be granted following 
the same procedure as an original application to the Selectmen. 


SECTION 5. Fees: Application to Chief of Police, $10.00 per vehicle. 
Application to Selectmen as follows: appeal from refusal of Chief to issue 
license, $10.00 per vehicle plus cost of advertising; original application 
to Selectmen, $50.00 plus cost of advertising. All fees and costs must 
be paid with application and are not refundable if the license is denied. 


SECTION 6. Exemptions: The provisions of this Chapter shall not apply 
to Junk or Junk Vehicles, used as a part of the manufacturing process in an 
area zoned for such use, nor shall the license provisions for unregistered 
motor vehicles used on farms for agricultural purposes, used in connection 
with manufacturing, industrial or sand and gravel operations in areas zoned 
for such uses, golf cars, jitneys and the like, nor to vehicles held for 
repair or sales by holders of Class I and II licenses within the limits of 
their permits. 
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SECTION 7. Any person who violates any provision of this By-Law shall 
be subject to a fine of up to $200.00 for each violation. Each day that a 
violation continues shall be considered a separate offense.

May 24, 1982 


To The Citizens of Hopedale: 


The final budget recommendations contained herein reflect the maximum 
spending levels as allowed by law. Each and every department has 
stretched to stay within the total spending limitations while main- 
taining the quality of service. 


You will note the request for the Reserve Fund is significant. It is 
the opinion of the Finance Committee that this is the best strategic 
approach to allow our Town to be prepared for contingencies as well 
as to allow us to maintain our maximum prior year levy base under 
Proposition 24%. If all the funds are not required, we will use the 
balance to offset 1984 operating costs. 


In all probability, 1983 will be able to operate under the present 
constraint of increasing our tax levy by 24%. We expect our Town's 
valuation base to increase faster than 24% and, therefore, if we need 
to override Proposition 24, we would not necessarily increase the 

tax rate in excess of 24% of the fair market value of your home and 


property. 
Once again, the Finance Committee expresses its sincere appreciation 


for the professional, cooperative manner our elected and appointed 
officials have responded to the budget process.

FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT 


Purpose 


The purposes of the Flood Plain District are to 
protect human life and property from the hazards 
of periodic flooding, to preserve and maintain 
the ground water table and water recharge areas 
within the flood plain. 


District Delineation 


The general boundaries of the Flood Plain District 
are shown on the Hopedale Flood Insurance Rate 

Map (FIRM), dated July 19, 1982, as Zones A, 

A 1-30 to indicate the 100 year flood plain. The 
exact boundaries of the District are defined by 
the 100 year water surface elevations shown on 

the FIRM and further defined by the Flood Profiles 
contained in the Flood Insurance Study, dated 

July 19, 1982. The Floodway Boundaries are 
delineated on the Hopedale Flood Boundary Floodway 
Map (FRFM), dated July 19, 1982, and further 
defined by the Floodway Data Tables contained in 
the Flood Insurance Study. These two maps as 

well as the accompanying Study are incorporated 
herein by reference and are on file with the 

Town Clerk, Planning Board, and Building Inspector. 


Use Regulations 


The Flood Plain District is established as an 
overlay district to.all other. districtss, All 
Development, including structural and non- 


“structural activities, whether permitted by 


right or by special permit must be in compliance 
with Chapter 131, Section 40 of the Massachusetts 
Seneral Laws and with the requirements of the 
Massachusetts State Building Code pertaining to 
construction in the flood plains. (currently 
Section 744). 


Permitted Uses 


There shall be allowed the following uses, which 
create a minimal risk of damage due to flooding 
and will not constitute obstructions to flood 
flow, provided that they are permitted in the 
underlying district and that they do not require 
structures, fill, or storage of materials or 
equipment.

Agricultural uses such as farming, grazing, 
truck farming and horticulture;

SUBDIVISION STANDARDS FOR THE FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT 


All subdivision proposals and other proposed new 
development shall be reviewed to determine whether 
such proposals will be reasonably safe from flooding. 
If any part of a subdivision proposal or other new 
development is located within the Flood Plain 
District established under the Zoning Bylaws it 
shall be reviewed to assure that; 


1. the proposal is designated so as to minimize 
the risk of damage due to flooding; 


2. all public utilities and facilities, such as 
sewer, gas, electrical and water systems are 
located and constructed so as to minimize or 
eliminate the risk damage due to flooding; 


3. adequate drainage systems are provided in order 
to reduce exposure to flood hazards; 


4. base flood elevation date (the level of the 
100-year flood) is provided for all proposals 
for development within the Flood Plain District. 


HEALTH REGULATION PERTAINING TO THE FLOOD PLAIN 
DISTRICT 


The Board of Health, in reviewing all proposed 
water and sewer facilities to be located in the 
Flood Plain District established under the Zoning 
By-Law, shall require that: 


1. new and replacement water supply systems be 
designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration 
of flood waters into the systems, and 


2. new and replacement sanitary sewage systems 
to be designed to minimize or eliminate 
infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems and discharges from the systems into 
flood waters. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION DUTIES 


1. Notify, in riverine situations, adjacent 
communities and the Massachusetts Division 
of Water Resources, the State Coordinating 
Agency, prior to any alteration or relocation 
of a watercourse where an order of conditions 
has been issued, and submit copies of such 
notification to the Federal Insurance 
Administration. 
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2. Assure that the flood-carrying capacity 
within the altered or relocated portion of 
any water course is maintained.

REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


OCTOBER L277 1982 


TO THE CITIZENS OF HOPEDALE: 


In FY82 the State had changed our submitted figures used for 
tax computation which required us to call a Special Town Meeting 
and transfer funds to comply with those mandated changes. This 
action occured after we had raised and appropriated a budget to 
operate the Town for FY83. 


To make these transfers, certain funds which were anticipated 
for use in FY83 were used in FY82 and other estimates used in FY83 
had to be reduced. Along with these problems we were faced with 
thé limitations of Proposition 24 and the uncertainty of our final 
valuation. The result of all these actions is that our FY83 
appropriations exceeded the legal levy limit by an amount exceeding 
$300,000.00. 


The Finance Committee has met with all department managers to 
review their budgets with the objective of attempting to identify 
reductions and their effect on services. Based on these meetings, 
the Finance Committee has determined that budget reductions in the 
amount of $160,675 could be made with a minimal effect on services. 
Reductions over this amount would severely affect the services of 
our town and, in some cases, eliminate entirely the services 
provided. Because of the impact a reduction of over $300,000 would 
have on Hopedale, we voted to present the citizens with an alterna- 
tive by asking for consideration of an override to Proposition 2%. 


This has been a difficult process for all concerned. We wish 
to thank all our elected and appointed officials for their coopera- 
tion and assistance, with particular thanks to all our department 
managers who have been conducting their operations in an uncertain 
environment and who have responded to our requests in a professional 
manner.

FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT 


Purpose 


The purposes of the Flood Plain District are to protect 
public health, safety, and general welfare, to protect 
human life andproperty from the hazards of periodic 
flooding, to preserve and maintain the ground water 
table and water recharge areas within the flood plain. 


District Delineation 


The general boundaries of the Flood Plain District are 
shown on the Hopedale Flood Insurance Rate Map (FIRM), 
dated July 19, 1982, as ZONES A, A 1-30 to indicate 

the 100 year flood plain. The exact boundaries of the 
District are defined by the 100 year water surface 
elevations shown on the FIRM and further defined by 

the Flood Profiles contained in the Flood Insurance 
Study, dated July 19, 1982. The floodway boundaries 
are delineated on the Hopedale Flood Boundary Floodway 
Map (FBFM), dated July 19, 1982, and further defined by 
the Floodway Data Tables contained in the Flood Insurance 
Study are incorporated herein by reference and are on 
file with the Town Clerk, Planning Board, and Building 
Inspector. 


Use Regulations 


The Flood Plain District is established as an overlay 
district to all other districts. All development, 
including structural and non-structural activities, 
whether permitted by right or by special permit must be 
in compliance with Chapter 131, Section 40 of the 
Massachusetts General Laws and with the requirements 

of the Massachusetts State Building Code pertaining to 
construction in the flood plains (Currently Section 744). 


Permitted Uses 


There shal] be allowed the following uses, which create a 
minimal risk of damage due to flooding and will not 

constitute obstructions to flood flow, provided that they 
are permitted in the underlying district and that they do 


not require structures, fill, or storage of ; 
equipment. 9 materials or

Agricultural uses such as farming, grazing, truck farming and 
horticulture; 


Forestry and nursery uses; 


Outdoor recreational uses, including fishing, boating and 
play area; 


Conservation of water, plants and wildlife: 
Wildlife management areas, foot, bicycle and horse paths; 


Temporary non-residential structures used in connection with 
fishing, growing, harvesting, storage, or sale of crops raised 
on the premises; 


Buildings lawfully existing prior to the adoption of these 
provisions. 


Special Permits 


No structure or building shall be erected, constructed, 
substantially improved, or otherwise created or moved, and 
no earth or other materials dumped, filled, excavated, or 
transferred, unless a special permit is granted by the 
Planning Board. 


Within 10 days of receipt of an application for a special 
permit the Board shall transmit one copy of the development 
plan to the Conservation Commission, Board of Health, and 
Building Inspector. Final action shall not be taken until 
reports have been received from the above Boards or until 
35 days after the transmittal of the development plan to 
the Boards, whichever occurs first. 


The Planning Board may issue a special permit if the appli- 
cation complies with the following provisions: 


1. The proposed use shall comply in all respects with the 
provisions of the underlying District; 


2. In the floodway prohibit all encroachments, including 
fill, new construction, substantial improvement to 
existing structures, and other development, the 
applicant shall provide certification by a registered 
professional engineer demonstrating that such encroach- 
ment shall not result in any increase in flood levels 
during the occurence of the 100 year flood; 


3. The Planning Board may specify such additional require- 


ments and conditions as it finds necessary to protect 
the health, safety, and welfare of the public.

SUBDIVISION STANDARDS FOR THE FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT 


All subdivision proposals and other proposed new development 
shall be reviewed to determine whether such proposals will be 
reasonably safe from flooding. If any part of a subdivision 
proposal or other new development is located within the Flood 
Plain District established under the Zoning By-Laws it shall 
be reviewed to assure that: 


1. the proposal is designated so as to minimize the risk of 
damage due to flooding; 


2. all public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, 
electrical, and water systems are located and constructed 
so as to minimize or eliminate the risk damage due to 
flooding; 


3. adequate drainage systems are provided in order to reduce 
exposure to flood hazards; 


4. base flood elevation date (the level of the 100 year flood) 
is provided for all proposals for development within the 
Flood Plain District. 


HEALTH REGULATION PERTAINING TO THE FLOOD PLAIN DISTRICT 


The Board of Health, in reviewing all proposed water and sewer 
facilities to be located in the Flood Plain District established 
under the Zoning By-Law, shall require that: 


1. new and replacement water supply systems be designed to 
minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into the 
systems, and 


2. mew and replacement sanitary sewage systems to be designed 
to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into 
the systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters. 


CONSERVATION COMMISSION DUTIES 


1. Notify, in riverine situations, adjacent communities and 
the Massachusetts Division of Water Resources, the State 
Coordinating Agency, prior to any alteration or relocation 
of a watercourse where an order of conditions has been 
issued, and submit copies of such notification to the Federal 
Insurance Administration. 


2. Assure that the flood carrying capacity within the altered 
or relocated portion of any water course is maintained.

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FINANCE COMMITTEE REPORT 


November 22, 1982 


To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


Several weeks ago, at our Special Town Meeting, the Finance Committee 
recommended that the voters of Hopedale be allowed to vote on an override 
to the limitations of Proposition 2 1/2. At that meeting your Finance 
Committee stated that without an override we would be facing drastic cuts 
in services; so severe that we felt the voters should make the decision 
whether to approve the raising of additional funds to offset most of the 
reductions or to chose to require the reduction in services. 


A large majority of the voters chose to require the reduction in 
services. With great difficulty, and much debate, the Finance Committee 
has made the necessary recommendations to reduce budgets. Because of the 
severity of these budget reductions on services, these recommendations 
are not made with any degree of comfort. However, because we had no other 
alternate choices, recommendations had to be made to comply with the law. 


We thank the voters of Hopedale for their consideration and support. 
We also want to express our appreciation to all department heads and town 
officials for their cooperation and assistance.

To the Citizens of Hopedale: 


This report contains the final budget recommendations of the Hopedale 
Finance Committee. The amounts being recommended represent the maximum 
tax levy allowed under Proposition 2 1/2. 


The finance Committee conducted public meetings with all departments 
from January through March, 1983. Our recommendations considered the 
amounts requested by each department, the estimated receipts and other 
expenditures furnished by the Board of Assessors and Town Accountant, and 
the tax levy allowed by law. Our deliberations included many considerations; 
our primary objective was to recommend appropriations which would allow 
the Town of Hopedale to offer the maximum amount of services within the 
constraints of Proposition 2 1/2. 


You will note that we are recommending the issuance of a five-year 
bond to finance the acquisition of new equipment and major repairs to the 
Public Safety Building. These expenditures will allow the affected de- 
partments to operate more efficiently and result in cost savings to the 
Town. We are able to make this recommendation without adversely affecting 
our budget because we will retire a major debt in FY 84. The first payment 
on the bond issue will not be made until FY 85 and, depending on our 
interest rate, will amount to approximately $14,000 per year. The retire- 
ment of the old bond will mean a cost reduction to the town of over $35,000; 
thus we will still net $21,000 per year of additional available funds. 


Recognizing our difficulties of the last two years, the Finance 
Committee expresses its appreciation to all department heads and town 
officials for their cooperation and assistance during our budget process. 
While we cannot predict the future, we feel that our financial position 
has improved and anticipate continued improvement.

REPORT OF THE TOWN COUNSEL 


For the first time since 1972 I can report that the matter of the Draper-Rockwell Sewer 
transfer to the Town and the construction of a new Waste Water Plant by the Town is finally 
concluded, All approvals have been received by the Board of Sewer Commissioners and 

funds were approved at the April Town Meeting. 


During the period of 1978 to 1981 two suits against the Zoning Board of Appeals were 
resolved in favor of the Town by the Superior Court. A suit against the Planning 

Board arising out of their failure to approve a sub-division called '"Mountaingtéw 
Estates" was resolved and the suit was dismissed after revised plans were submitted to 
the Planning Board by the developer correcting the drainage matters that were the cause 
of the original disapproval. In the matter of a libel suit against the Town and the 
Board of Selectmen by a former employee seeking substantial damages, a favorable 
verdict was rendered for the Town in the Worcester Superior Court and after argument 
before the full bench of: the Supreme Judicial Court on the plaintiff's appeal, final 
judgment was entered against the plaintiff in the Superior Court. A substantial personal 
injury suit against the Town was dismissed by the Superior Court after a hearing. The 
Plaintiff was claiming personal injuries when a motor vehicle went off the road and 

the operator was injured. At present there are no suits pending against the Town or 
its Boards in any courts. 


In addition to the above matter I have, upon request, answered inquirdes from various 

Boards relative to legal matters, have reviewed and drafted warrant articles for Town 

Meetings, have assisted in the proparation of Zoning Articles and represented the Town 
in the various transfers of land from Rockwell to the Town. 


I thank all officers and employees for their generous cooperation, in particular the 
Staff of the Central Office and Mr. Bernard Stock, most capable assistant to the 
Board of Selectmen,

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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH 
JANUARY 1, 1978 - JUNE 30, 1980 


The Board of Health held 52 regular meetings, (the second and 
fourth Mondays of each month during the Fall and Winter), one 
meeting each year with the Finance Committee for regular yearly 
budget and three special meetings. One special meeting was to 
recommend approval or disapproval of Mountain View Estates to 
the Planning Board. This board went on record as being against 
the development until the drainage problems were corrected and 
that the possibility of increasing drainage on Inman Street were 
lessened. Two other special meetings concerned the bids for 
rubbish collections and the awarding of a contract. Only one bid 
was received and accepted - Farrar & Carty Inc., for 3 years at 
$206,400. This is $68,800. per year for curb side pickup and further 
breaks down to $51.77 per household per year. 


During each year the board has attended several meetings of the 
Central Massachusetts Association of Boards of Health. 


Each year inspections were made of all food service establishments, 
rest homes and schools, both public and private. 


A rabies clinic for dogs were held in March 1978, 1979, and 
1980 with Dr. Richard Heller, Veterinarian, assisted by members of 
the Board. 


Aerial spraying for the prevention of mosquitoes was done in 
April 1978 and 1979 of the wet lands in the town. This was done under 
the supervision of the Central Massachusetts Mosquito Control. 

This department also did frequent ground spraying and cleaned many 
brooks and culverts within the town each year. 


We continue to be plagued with illegal dumping of rubbish through- 
out town. In most instances the guilty party is discovered and asked 
to remove the rubbish. Our thanks to Sanitation Officer Ben Phillips 
for keeping this problem under control.

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REPORT OF THE HOPEDALE HOUSING AUTHORITY 


1979) - 1980 


The Hopedale Housing Authority submits t6 the citizens of 
Hopedale its report covering the years of 1979 - 1980. 


The five members of the Authority holding office during the 
years of 1979 and 1980 were changed in October of 1980 by the 
resignation of Harold H. Stearns as State Member. In March of 
1981, M. Russell Dennett did not seek re-election after serving 
on the Authority for nineteen years. Mr. Paul Bresciani was 
elected to fill this seat in the annual election. In April of 1981 
Mr. Stewart Balcom was appointed as State Member by the Executive 
Office of Communities & Development. 


There are eighty units of elderly housing being managed by the 
Authority with approximately 93 in residence. Known as the Griffin- 
Dennett Apartments, the project is operated under Chapter 667 according 
to regulations set forth by the Executive Office of Communities & 
Development and subsidized by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts. The 
Griffin Apartments were opened in 1964 and the Dennett Apartments 
were added in 1975. 


The Authority meets on the second Thursday each month and the 
annual meeting is held on the second Thursday in March. 


Funds for maintenance of the buildings had been requested in 1980 
from the Executive Office of Communities & Development but was denied 
and thus only emergency repairs have been undertaken due to a lack 
of subsidy funds. 


The application list continues to warrant a waiting period of 


six months to one year for occupancy, with residents being given 
preference.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 


ROAD COMMISSIONERS 


The Highway Department has completed a number of road projects 
since the issuance of the last Town Report. Among these projects was 
the widening of the roadway at the Mill Street Bridge, along with 
other improvements in conjunction with the project. This was done 
at a minimal cost to townspeople. 

The CETA program, as it functioned prior to cutbacks in 1981, 
provided the highway department with a number of workers including 
laborers, tradesmen and clerical help in recent years. 

The department has encountered problems through the years with 
the leaf loader, which is an aged piece of equipment. The age of 
the loader causes it to continually break down, delaying the pick up 
of leaves in the town during the late Autumn. Troubles with the 
loader are being experienced now and the 1981 pick up project had 
to be discontinued before completion because of a breakdown. 

The Blizzard of 1978 has now become history, but the highway 
department, with assistance from outside help managed to open up 
each street in town within a brief time after the storm. Highway 
department employees, the three Road Commissioners and the contracted 
personnel worked many days with only one or two hours of sleep in 
order to open the streets and sidewalks to provide access for 
emergency vehicles and assure the safety of residents. A percentage 
of the costs incurred in that storm was reimbursed to the town under 


special "disaster" legislation. 
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On September 11, 1979, after much study, the Board of Road 
Commissioners voted to tear down the Hope Street bridge. Inspections 
and studies of the bridge showed that it would be impossible and too 
costly to make all of the needed repairs. 

Perhaps the most difficult task that has faced the department 
came in 1981 with the passage of Proposition 2 1/2. Increased 
costs in gasoline, oil and utilities with the "energy crisis" 
helped to compound the problems of Proposition 2 1/2 which has 
had an adverse affect on the highway department. The highway 
department ranks were cut when one full-time employee was laid off 
and another transferred to another department. Road maintenance 
has suffered and will continue to suffer because of budget 
restrictions. 

The highway department entered its most expensive season, 
the winter of 1981 with no money in its overtime nantes account. 
The first snowstorm of the winter arrived in the first week of 
December and cost the department almost $2,600 in overtime pay, 
salt, sand, gasoline and related expenses. This storm was termed 
by weathermen as the worst to hit the area this early since 1926. 

If this is an indication of the months ahead, then it is 
a strong possibility that the highway department may be forced 
to cease operations before the end of the current fiscal year.

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SPECIAL REPORT 
OF 
THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


This special report is presented in lieu of the Annual Report and covers 
a forty-two month period beginning January 1978. The three-and-a-half school 
years which are covered by this report are among the most significant and 
dramatic in our school system's history and led us into the decade of the 
1980's with "cautious optimism." 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The pattern of meetings and activity of the Hopedale School Committee 
continued relatively constant throughout the period, with the regualr monthly 
meeting, supplemented by additional budget meetings during that increasingly 
difficult period of the year. 


Membership of the Committee underwent several changes which saw the end 

of service to the community of school committee members with long tenure. 

Dr. William Fitzgerald ended nine years of committee membership in 1978 when 

he did not stand for re-election. His seat was assumed by Attorney Louis 
Noferi. In March 1979, seven years of service by Vincent Rubeo ended when 
his seat was won in the annual election by David Pagnini, when he chose not 

to run for re-election after six years of service. Because of a move out of 
Mary Grady was fist named to that vacancy and then elected to the unexpired 
term in March of 1981, bringing the Committee to its current composition. 


STAFF CHANGES 


This period has also seen the loss to the system, through retirement, of 
teaching faculty with more than two centuries of service to the schools and 
children of Hopedale. In 1979, Bernard Kushlan retired as chairman of the 
Social Studies Department at the high school with twenty-one years of service. 

At the elementary level, Mary Jokinen ended eighteen years of service and 
Ruth O'Connor thirteen years of service as they entered retirement. 


In 1980, Francis Rae concluded thirty-seven years of service as a 
kindergarten and primary teacher, while English Department Head Ruth Howard 
with twenty years, and School System Librarian Leola Stearns with twenty-one 
years, also moved on to other stages of their lives. The 1980 school year 
also saw a change in the administrative ranks when Assistant High School 
Principal Robert Pagnini accepted the principalship of Milford High School, 
ending twelve years of service, and teacher aide Betty Bean retired, also 
after twelve years.

In 1981, Elmira Gizcomuzzi ended her work in regular and special education 
| programs at the elementary level with sixteen years, while at the high school 
Margaret Allen, Chairman of the Business Department, and Constance Brucato, 
Chairman of the Foreign Language Department, retired with twenty and twenty-one 
years respectively. Nineteen eighty-one was also the last year of employment 
for two valued members of our cafeteria staff when Sadie Barrows, with twenty- 
one years, and Gladys Johnson, with twenty-two years of service also retired. 
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The death of Francis Durgin during the summer of 1980, after twenty-six 
years of service to the students in Hopedale, was a loss which affected the 
entire school system. So, too, with the untimely and sudden deaths of two 
members of our bus-driving staff, Bill Allen, and Robert Wright. 


A PAGE IN HISTORY 


Another chapter in the history of the Hopedale Schools closed at the 
end of the 1978-1979 school year, with the end of service of the Dutcher Street 
School. That building had served the town of Hopedale for more than eighty- 
one years, first opening in 1898. Over the years, Dutcher Street School had 
served a number of different grade organizations and seen several educational 
philosophies. The building had been on borrowed time since the School Building 
Committee had recommended phasing out its use as early as 1952. In the years 
immediately following, however, the growth in the community paralleled the 
building of additional school space which kept the school in service. 


The decision by Rockwell International to terminate heat to the building, 
a continuing decline in student enrollment, and the excessive renovation costs 
that the building would have required, all contributed to the decision to close 
Dutcher Street School. However necessary that decision, the fact of the passing 
of time rendering unfit for continued service those institutions that have been 
so much a part of people's lives down through the years is regretable. The 
closing of Dutcher Street School was certainly one of those. 


CURRICULUM 


The concerted effort of the certified staff to develop curriculum documents 
reached fulfillment during this period when complete curriculum guides were 
published for each program that is offered at both the elementary and secondary 
levels. While the development and review of curricular offerings is a continuing _ 
concerns, the publication of these curriculum documents provided a comprehensive | 
overview of the school system's offerings for the first time in more than ten 
years, and provides the staff with more control and consistency over instructional | 
decisions than was previously possible. 


Despite the pressures from declining enrollment and spiraling costs, schools 
were able to maintain both the breadth and quality of offerings at all levels 
throughout the period. At the secondary level, the independent study contract 
learning and negotiated quality point options for individualized instruction were 


refined and tightened as the staff continued to respond to the demands imposed 
by smaller classess. 


This period also saw the development of a program for basic skills improve- 
ment throughout the school system to comply with the new regulations of the 
State Board of Education. At the present time those programs exist in the areas _ 
of reading, writing, and mathematics, with listening skills to be added by 
September of 1982, and speaking skills sometime thereafter. Students are tested 
in the basic skills at grades 3, 6, and 8, and must successfully pass the minimum 
competency level before moving into the high school subjects in those areas 
tested. While the program has been both costly and time consuming, we believe 


in the notion of a baseline guarantee of student performance in the public schools 
and have given this program our fullest support. 
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ACCREDITATION 


One of the most significant news items that occurred during this period 
was the completion of the self-evaluation process leading to an evaluation visit 
for the purpose of accreditation of Hopedale Junior-Senior High School. Despite 
the difficulties we had faced in dwindling student numbers and increasingly 
scarce financial resources, the members of the staff were both relieved and 
proud when the New England Association of Schools and Colleges recommended the 
continued accreditation of Hopedale Junior-Senior High School for a ten-year 
period. This honor is one that is afforded to fewer than 16% of all secondary 
schools in the country, and places Hopedale Junior-Senior High School in some 
very elite.company indeed. While we suffer no delusions as a result of that 
endorsement, we are pleased by the statement of confidence that the New England 
Association has placed in the staff and administration of the high school and 
the support that statement provides for our contention that a small school 
can, indeed, provide a high quality education for its students. 


THE YEARS AHEAD 


The period covered by this report also saw the state-wide passage of the 
tax limitation bill known as "Proposition 24."" For the Hopedale Schools, it 
further clouded the prospects for the future as an independent K to 12 school 
district. The combination of enrollment decline and the legal limitation on 
the community's ability to pay, bring the economic issues of financing a small 
public school system to the center of that discussion. Although no commitments 
to any alternate direction have yet been made, the School Committee undertook 
a more serious and concerted study of the options and alternatives that might 
be available to the School Committee in the event that a change is necessary. 
It is anticipated that some decision will have to be made again by the taxpayers 
of Hopedale by June of 1983, about the direction in which the schools will 
proceed for the next several years. Prior to that time, it is the School 
Committee's intention to prepare and distribute as much information as can be 
developed about the prospects for the years ahead. 


In the meantime, the commitment of the School Committee, the staff, and 
the administration of the public schools will continue to be one that seeks 
to provide the best possible educational opportunity for every child in the 
Hopedale Schools with the best dollar return for each dollar invested.

BIENNIAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


This special report covers a two-year period for the school years 1981-82 
and 1982-83. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The pattern and frequency of the meeting and the activities of the Hopedale 
School Committee continued relatively constant through the period. The School 
Committee met monthly, generally of the first Tuesday of each month with special 
meetings called as necessary for additional budget preparation work in the spring. 


The membership of the Hopedale School Committee was relatively stable during 
this period. David Coffey and Mary Grady won reelection to their respective seats 
in the spring of 1982. When David Beard decided not to stand for reelection in 
1983, the seat which he had so capably filled for ten years was assumed by John 
McGrath, Jr.. ; 


STAFF CHANGES 


The retirement of Marguerite Stanas and Margaret Stanas in June of 1982, 
brought to a conclusion seventy-nine years of combined service to the children 
and schools in Hopedale. In the fall of 1983, the untimely and premature death of 
staff member, Grace Chapman, sadden all who knew this caring and dedicated teacher. 


The other staff changes which occurred during this period resulted from the 
impact of Proposition 24. A staff of 105 full and part time employees in 1980-81, 
was reduced at the end of the 1982-83 school year to 88 employees, a full-time 
equivalent reduction of more than 22%. The decline in the student population during 
this same period was just under 14%, which meant that a number of programs and 
services previously provided had to be curtailed or eliminated. 


The combination of student enrollment decline and the substantial constraints 
on the town's ability to raise and appropriate financial support for the schools 
prompted the most probing and detailed long-range study undertaken by the Committe 
since the spring of 1974. A thorough analysis of the impact of continued reduction 
was prepared by the School Committee to analyze the factors weighing on the retentit 
of an independent K-12 school district versus the impact of regionalization. 


One of the results of the long-range study was the determination by the Schoo 
Committee to annually sample public opinion about the level of satisfaction with 
respect to the school programs and an attitude sampling through -the Non-binding 
Referendum toward the retention of an independent K-12 district or its alternatives 
The Committee also decided to develop an active recruiting program for tuition 
students and to explore the possibility of the development of a privately funded 
local foundation whose assets would aid in the reduction of the cost of programs 


to the local taxpayers. As this report period closed, there were no significant 
developments to report. 


PROGRAM DEVELOPMENT 


Despite the seeming preoccupation with financial constraints and the proble 
resulting from a budget which was. reduced by almost $198,000, the Committee's prima 
obligation to the students in Hopedale continued to be a central focus. Programs 
were approved for addition to the curriculum in computer literacy, health education) 
reading readiness and an additional compggpnt of the basic skills testing for liste 
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were all added during this period. As staff members were reassigned to areas of 
additional certification, class sizes increased and course offerings were limited 


as a result of the reduced staff. Members of the teaching faculty redoubled their 


| 


efforts in order to reduce the impact of these changes on the students' day-to-day 
school lives. 


SUMMARY 


As this report period closed, a substantial cloud hangs over the future of 
the Town of Hopedale and its schools. Despite substantial trimming of school 
budgets in the past several years, the annual cost of staff salary increases alone 
exceeds the legislative limit on the town's growth in taxes by almost 100%. It is 
clear, therefor, that there is a desperate need for either a substantial increase 
in the town's tax base or a substantial increase in the amount of state aid received. 
The absence of either or both of these factors will require that the differential 
from the ability to grow and the cost of remaining open will have to be continued 
to be absorbed in the school budget by reduction in services. That process places 
us on an unavoidable collision course, severely limiting our ability to continue 
to provide programs and services at a level which the community of Hopedale has 
come to expect, despite the dedication and commitment of the employees of the 
school system and the residents of the community in whose service we labor. 


We will continue to dedicate ourselves to the provision of the very best 
of which we are capable for as long as that level of service continues to be seen 


| by our constituency as satisfactory. We will annually sample the opinion of the 
| electorate and react accordingly as the unknown events of the future require.

During that period, the commitment of the members of the Hopedale School Committee 


and the staff and administration of the Hopedale Public Schools will continue to be 
one that seeks to provide the level of education that we feel the students of Hopedale 


are deserving and pledge ourselves to the provision of the best possible educational 
program for the investment made.
